Brown,

Partnership” 
Mu ch depends u pon the personal e f ­ 
fort of each man, however, whether it 
be for the advance of civic or spirit­ 
u al righteou sness. 
The speaker showed that all the 
members of the chu rch formed a bu s­ 
iness partnership which had for its 
pu rpose the betterment of all con­ 
ditions for mankind, 
lie said that 
the people needed tin* chu rch and it 
it did not exist it wou ld have to be in­ 
vented, so that the people cou ld come 
’together to devise plans for man'- 
bu siness, which was also (rod’s bu si­ 
ness. 
Each man has a particu lar 
du ty l° perform, and that work is 
left to him. 
Every bu siness enterprise shou ld 
be based u pon ('hristian principles, 
anij, likewise, asserted the speaker, 
the chu rch shou ld be based u pon bu s­ 
iness principles. 
Clod will assist the 
chu rch, bu t will not do for its mem­ 
bers what they can do for themselves. 
He said that nearly every man was 
interested in the propositions presen- | 
t» *d by the chu rch, bu t some did not , 
respond as they shou ld. 
Men shou ld 
work for the interests ot tin* chu rch 
according to their ability. 
Similar | 
to the parable of the talents, each \ 
member is assigned the du ties he can 
perform, and when the work is thu s 
allotted it shou ld he done in the hest 
possible 
manner. 
The 
partnership 
of the chu rch like all other organi­ 
zations demands cou rage u pon the 
part of the members, and especially 
is this tru e when a stand mu st be t a ­ 
ken for that 
which is right. 
The 
members of the chu rch arc partners 
with God in tin* work ot u plifting 
h u ina pity. 
The speaker said that he believed 
that t i n s w as the best time the world 


lias ever known and that there are 
more honest men than ever before, 
lie said that a large amou nt of evil 
and wrong-doing was being brou ght 
to light, bu t this was an indication 
that the world was growing better, as 
the people desired to know of this so 
that the conditions cou ld be bettered. 
Mr. Brown s address was given in

well 
pleased the large au dience. 
One of 
the featu res <>f the meeting was the 
excellent mu sic fu rnished bv the or­ 
chestra and the choru s. 
The Men’s Union meetings which 
have been held du ring the past fou r 
months have been very su ccessfu l 
and profitable to the men of Seymou r.

He gave quiet attentio n while Esta­ 
bro o k explained the errand which had 
bro ught him there, but exhibited the 
keenest Interest when he saw the co m­ 
pany papers, the heading o f which had 
been prepared by Alvin R. Dunto n o f 
Camden, autho r o f the Dunto nian sy s­ 
tem o f penmanship, pro bably the finest 
writer o f that perio d. 
“Did y o u write that?” asked Presi­ 
dent Buchanan. 
Estabro o k made haste to disclaim 
the credit and explained 
who

ever saw,” said the president, and he 
gazed at It so me time, lo st In admira­ 
tio n.

They are tapestry 
lo o ms o f a pattern unchanged after 
centuries o f use.

is far to o ancient fo r reco rd. 
The art we beheld is almo st abso ­ 
lutely unaltered. 
The lo o ms are in­ 
stalled in a studio place that w’as o nce 
a palatial stable, say s Philip Verrill 
Mighels in H arper’s. 
They are co pies 
o f what are kno wn to the craft as 
the Aubusso n lo o ms o f France. 
The 
men engaged in nraking 
tapestries 
upo n this o ld device are fo reign crafts­ 
men, trained to their guild and wo n- 
dro usly skilled In the art. 
It pro vided a singular sensatio n to 
leave the busy , no isy tho ro ughfare o f 
mo dernity and ascend to that co nclave 
o f lo o ms so allied to the past. 
There 
were two great apartments devo ted to 
this 
enginery o f beauty . 
Enginery 
seems the o nly adequate wo rd. 
The 
lo o ms we saw are co mbinatio ns o f 
huge wo o den 
framewo rks, beam-like 
levers, twining ro pes and tightening 
devices, the who le resembling tho se 
mo nstro us 
sto ne-heaving 
catapults 
inseparable fro m ancient war. 
Unlike the tapestry lo o ms at the 
Go belin wo rksho ps in Paris, these are 
made to stretch the warp ho rizo ntally , 
abo ut waist high to a man. 
At the 
rear o f each lo o m, o n a slanted bench, 
sit the weavers who wo rk the design. 
Beneath the warp, and readily visible 
thro ugh 
its 
many 
tight-stretched 
strands, the pattern lies clo se under 
hand, 
It Is drawn o n a mo nster sheet 
o f paper and co lo red with painstaking 
skill. 
Abo ve it bend the weavers o f 
the clo th, each so ftly suppo rted with 
pillo ws. 
One pillo w to sit o n and o ne 
o n which to lean, each wo rkman ad­ 
justs to his needs. 
His co lo rs (the 
wo o fs) are wo und o n spo o ls, and ra- 


An electric elevato r has been In 
stalled in the stairway which leads 
to the cupo la o f St. Peter's cathedral 
In Ro me. 
The elevato r has a capacity 
fo r carry ing ten perso ns. 
It bears 
an appro priate Latin inscriptio n. 
Peter the Great,

It Is pro po sed to establish a wireless

Dr. W. Ro sen- 
haln, in England, recently made a re­ 
po rt o n the pro perties o f new allo y s 
o f co pper, aluminum and manganese, 
which sho w remarkable peculiarities. 
An allo y o f 88 per cent co pper, 9.99 
per cent alum inum and 2.01 per cent 
manganese sho wed eno rmo us tensile 
strength, a co ld-drawn bar having a 
y ield o f 40.88 to ns per square inch, 
and an ultimate stress o f 52.08 to ns 
per square inch. 
no ther allo y is so 
hard that it can take a cutting edge 
sharp eno ugh to sharpen a leadpencil. 
The British Admiralty is experiment­ 
ing with these allo y s to determine 
their resistance to co rro sio n in sea­ 
water.

stead o f the entire island being used 
fo r such purpo se, the settlement co m­ 
prises o nly eight square miles o f a 
to tal area o f 261 square miles. 
It o c­ 
cupies a to ngue o f land o n the no rth/ 
ern side o f Mo lo kai. 
The no rth, east 
and west sho res o f this tiny spo t are 
washed by the Pacific, while o n the 
so uth side rise precipito us cliffs o f 
fro m 1,800 to 4,000*' feet, which make 
the iso latio n seem even mo re ho peless 
than the beautiful deep-blue waters o f 
the sea ever co uld. 
The mo st difficult 
and 
dangero us 
trail, 
co nstantly 
manned by go vernment guards, fo ils 
escape, if it were ever co ntemplated 
by the land side. 
Naturally the fe a r o f being Iso lated 
at the settlement caused the natives 
to thw’arc segregatio n. 
Generally it 
was do ne by secreting their afflicted, 
y et there are instances o f lepers us 
ing vio lence to resist arrest. 
The ne­ 
cessity o f severing ties o f the stro ng 
est affectio n invo lved grief o f the deep 
est descriptio n, 
and 
many are the 
cases o f abnegatio n where the clean 
have acco mpanied the afflicted to the 
settlement to die there with them 
Then, to o , by degrees there grew up 
the belief amo ng the natives th at ter 
rlble mistakes o f diagno sis by the 
phy sicians were co nsigning inno cent 
and helpless peo ple to the living sepul 
cher. And as each y ear failed to eradi­ 
cate the disease as had been represent­ 
ed, but still claimed its to ll, the belie! 
became almo st universal that a largei 
pro po rtio n o f tho se co mmitted wert 
sacrifices to the

no rance o f the white m a n’s medical 
science that bo astvd but co uld no t 
cure. 
By degrees, as the go vernment real­

T hat 
highly 
Interesting hero, 
the 
“y oungest veteran" of the civil \v» r, 
continues to bob up serenely now and 
then. 
He seems to be alm ost if not 
quite :ts num erous as the last survivor 
of the charge of the Light brigade 
at Balaklava. 
The surprisingly large 
num ber of men still living who enlist­ 
ed when mere l.tds helps to uphold the 
statem ent frequently m ade by Indi­ 
viduals and proved by the records of 
the w ar departm ent that the great 
conflict was fought and won by boy s— 
y oung fellows who enlisted in their 
teens. 
The records show a preponder­ 
ance of such early enlistments. 
Hast March a New York paper print­ 
ed a brief obituary of the “y oungest 
veteran,” who had just died a t the 
age of sixty -two. 
The editor received 
a flood of communications from claim ­ 
ants to that distinction. 
One modest 
veteran from Brookly n, signing him­ 
self simply “Cavalry ,” wrote, “ I served 
two y ears and six months and am not 
y et sixty -two.” 
Then F. Blemly , liv­ 
ing in another {» art of G reater New 
York, giving ids birth d a tr us ’ja n. 31. 
1841), came forw ard with this state­ 
ment: "I served under Sheridan and 
Custer in the Shenandoah valley until 
tlu* close of the war, and I have a 
y ear y et to hang on to the saddle be­ 
fore i reach sixty -two.” 
Youngest Veteran Blemly was ( heck- 
mated by Charles Carr of Brookly n, 
formerly of Company 
Fourth Ohio 
cavalry , who said he was born March 
13, 1S4J). nearly six weeks later than 
Blemly , and “served throughout the 
A tlanta campaign under General Sher­ 
man.” 
From New Jersey came the claim of 
David \V. B ran, only fifty -nine y ears 
old. who served as bugler in Company 
II, Second New Jersey cavalry . Young­ 
est Veteran Ily an seemed to have the 
pennant, but Michael Douoho of Au­ 
burn, N. Y., assaulted his position ajtd 
captured the standard, being still un­ 
der fifty -nine. 
Born May 27, 
1851. 
Donoho joined D ’Eppenvoll’s zouaves 
and went to the front In 18G1. 
After­ 
ward he served with the One Hundred 
and Forty -ninth New York regiment, 
being m ustered out at Sy racuse Aug. 
19 , 1805. 
Youngest Veteran Donoho. 
according t< 
this record, was only a 
ten-y ear-old when he joined the zou­ 
aves and began to w ear the baggy 
breeches and the soft sash belt of th a t 
branch of the service. 
It is highly probable th at If this 
friendly controversy had extended to 
the west there would have been sever­ 
al y outhful 
'tenuis somewhere around 
the edges of sixty to lay claim to the 
honor.

Plowing T w ic e F or Crop. 
Sod laud is very good for almost all 
crops if the season is seasonably wet 
and other conditions are favorable. 
One of the worst troubles with corn in 
sod land is t..at the cutworms living 
in the sod destroy much of the young 
corn. By plowing sod land for corn in 
late fall or early winter many of the 
cutworms will be destroyed; also when 
tbe laud is plowed at this time the sod 
will have more time to settle and de­ 
cay, and the corn next season will 
stand dry weather better. 
If the sod 
must be plowed again next spring no 
harm, but much good, will be done. 
Plowing any land twice for a crop or 
disking well after plowing is labor 
well spent.

Nav y rs New Dread nou ghts to Be Greatest Afloat 


With the policy of bu ild ing 
two 
ships a y ear we hav e ad hered to the 
plan of bu ild ing them by d iv isions. 
The North Dakota, Delaware, Utah 
and Florid a will constitu te one fleet 
d iv ision, and they are one in ty pe. 
The Arkansas and Wy oming, and the 
two ships au thorized by this Congress 
will complete 
another d iv ision, and 
will be essentially of the same general 
ty pe. 
In the interv al, howev er, since 
the North Dakota and Delaware were 
planned a new factor of improv ement 
has been fu rnished by the Bu reau of 
Ord nance in the d emonstration that 
we can make a 14-inch gu n that will 
lead the world for power and penetra­ 
tion. 
This was the Id ea of Rear Ad ­ 
miral Mason, and 
on his au thority 
Congress 
a 
y ear ago appropriated 
$100,000 to make a 11-inch rifle and 
test it. 
This was d one in the cou rse 
of a few months, and the gu n prov ed 
to be su ccessfu l bey ond all that had 
been ex pected of it. 
It necessarily 
follows that the nex t ships to be bu ilt 
mu st carry 14-inch gu ns. 
The new ships, the Nev ad a and Ok­ 
lahoma, will be 554 feet long and 9 5 
feet beam. 
Their d raft will be 28 .5 
feet. 
Their d isplacement will be at 
least 26 ,000 tons, and probably 27 ,000. 
The speed will be 21 knots, the coal 
lead 3,000 tons, and they will carry a 
complement of 7 5 officers and 1,500 
men. 
The arm or will be 11-inch on 
the belt and on the barbettes and 8- 
inch on the sid es. 
There will be, in 
ad d ition to the ten 14-inch gu ns, sev ­ 
enteen 5-inch 
gu ns. 
As 
a 
floating 
fortress the ship will thu s hav e two 
gu ns for ev ery sector and with ov er­ 
lapping ranges. A 5-inch gu n has been 
placed at the stern to protect from 
torped o attack. 
A similar prov ision 
wou ld be mad e at the stem bu t for the 
d ifficu lty of pu tting a shu tter there 
that will keep ou t water in heav y 
seas. 
There will be no su perstru ctu re for 
tu rrets. 
The mid d le tu rret aft and the 
rear tu rret forw*ard are raised abov e 
their neighbors so that their gu ns 
hiav fire ov er them. 
This is an Ameri­ 
can id ea. 
Foreign nav ies are ju st be 
ginning to ad opt it. 
Years ago the 
su perimposed tu rret was believ ed to 
be a good thing, bu t it was d ou bted if 
heav y gu ns cou ld be u sed in the su per­ 
imposed tu rret. 
And there was d ou bt 
If they cou ld be u sed in tu rrets raised 
abov e other tu rrets, althou gh not su 
poYimposed ov er them. 
To d etermin 
the matter once for all in the presence 
of mu ch d ebate abou t it, a practical 
trial of tho m atter was mad e. 
It was claimed that the concu ssion 
from the 12-ineh gu ns wou ld kill any 
liv ing being within the lower tu rret. 
At fiist cats and d ogs were placed in a 
tu rret on the old monitor Florid a, now 
the Tallahassee, and the big gu ns w*ere 


fired . 
The cats and d ogs su stained no 
inju ry from the concu ssion, althou gh 
the former were somewhat shaken by 
the contact with the latter once or 
twice. 
Then a few mid shipmen were 
pu t in the tu rret and again the big 
gu ns w*ere fired , and again w ith no bad 
resu lts. 
Then, to make a final and 
permanent test of the matter, 
three 
tou gh old rear ad mirals were pu t in 
and fired ov er, and when they came 
ou t all right the principle was held 
to be established that 
heav y gu ns 
cou ld be fired in an engagement ov er a 
neighboring tu rret withou t any d is­ 
tress to the inmates. 
That test has 
been of incalcu lable v alu e to ou r nav y , 
and as a consequ ence the two new 
ships will be so arranged that they 
can fire fou r of their hu ge gu ns ahead 
or astern. 
The 14-inch rifle weighs 6 3.5 tons, or 
139 ,7 00 
pou nd s. 
With tu rret and 
mou nt each tu rre t of the new ships, 
inclu d ing the two gu ns, will weigh 
abou t 6 00 tons. 
Abou t as mu ch more 
!s to be cred ited in weight to the ar- . 
morplate. 
It is calcu lated that the j 
26 ,000-ton ship will carry ten 14-inch 
ru ns withou t 
d ifficu lty . 
Remember 
that in the matter of ammu nition the 
increase of weight is as the cu be of 
the calibre. 
Where the 12-inch gu n 
throws 
a 
projectile 
weighing 
8 00 
pou nd s, these monster gu ns will hu rl 
a shell weighing 1,400 pou nd s. 
This 
calls for storage capacity and weight- 
carry ing ability in the new* ships. Bu t 
the 14-inch gu ns are mad e so that 


they d o not of themselv es or in their 
carriages increase the weight in the 
ratio that the projectile is increased . 
The powd er charge for these gu ns wrill 
be from 36 5 to 37 0 pou nd s. 
The mu z­ 
zle v elocity in foot second s will be 
2,6 00. 
With a trajectory su fficiently 
high their range might be, as is often 
claimed , 25 miles. 
For good , ev ery ­ 
d ay fighting, howev er, they will d o 
some good hitting at eight or ten 
miles. 
Do y ou want to hav e some id ea of 
the terrible fighting efficiency of these 
new Dread nou ghts—the most powerfu l 
that the world has y et seen? 
Well, 
for a comparison, take the Connecti­ 
cu t, which only a few y ears back—say 
ten—was ou r greatest ship. 
She has 
fou r 12-inch gu ns and can throw* in 
fiv e minu tes 40 shells weighing 8 40 
pou nd s. That is 32,6 00 pou nd s, or ov er 
16 tons of d eath and d estru ction. 
As­ 
su ming that the serv ice of the 14-inch 
gu n w ill be somewhat slower than that 
of the 12-inch, it is d ou btless safe to 
say that the ten 14-inch gu ns on either 
the Nev ad a or the Oklahoma will d e­ 
liv er 8 0 shells in fiv e minu tes, or 12,- 
000 pou nd s of projectiles, with their 
d ead ly ioad of high 
ex plosiv e, any 
pou nd of which d etonated in the psy ­ 
chological place on the enemy ’s ship 
wou ld sink it. 
You can rake the sta­ 
tistics of the nav ies of the w*or!d and j 
y ou will nowhere find any thing ap- j 
proaching the force of this fire. 
It is 
j 
nearly twice that of the best Dread - j 
nou ght in the British nav y to-d ay . 


The new ships will probably hav e 
the “peach basket” fire-control towers, 
which 
hav e now 
been 
installed on 
nearly all the battleships. 
Ju s t at 
present there is a d iv ision of opinion 
as to the v alu e of these tow'ers, and 
there are tw*o schools of thou ght in 
the nav y as to them. 
A special board 
is at work to get all the d ata possible 
as to the ad v antages and d efects of 
these towers, and another board wili 
probably be appointed in the near fu ­ 
tu re to consid er the m atter and make 
recomend ations as to the fu tu re policy 
in regard to them. 
If the correspond ing bu reau s of any 
other cou ntry hav e accomplished what 
the Bu Ycau of Constru ction has d one 
since the beginnings of the new* nav y 
25 y ears ago, it has been kept fronr 
the cu rrent history of nav al achiev e­ 
ment. 
No praise can be too earnest or 
d istinct for what these officers hav e 
d one for their cou ntry . 
Their work 
red ou nd s to the cred it of each pass­ 
ing secretary and of the entire bod y of 
officers in the nav y . 
When the cru cial 
hou r shall come and the fate of the 
nation may d epend on the great nav al 
stru ggle for which cou ntless millions 
and u nflagging zeal for many y ears 
hav e been giv en in preparation, to 
them w ill be d u e the v ictory , if it bo 
a v ictory . 
Their share in the resu lt 
will be, perhaps, less su ng than that 
of the men who command the ships 
and man the gu ns, bu t a generou s peo 
pie will none the less remember their 
good work.— Philad elphia Led ger. 


KING OF K IN G S COOKS.

Mr. Menager, the head cook at Bu ck­ 
ingham palace, occu pies an important 
post in the roy al hou sehold . 
His sal­ 
ary is $10,000 per annu m and he i3 
recognized as being one of the greatest 
cu linary artists in the world . 
The 
roy al kitchen and the whole kitchen 
staff are u nd er his complete control. 
Opening off the main kitchen at one 
sid e of it are half a d ozen smaller 
kitchens, and on the other sid e there 
are fou r offices, where the 
clerical 
work in connection with the kitchen 
d epartment are attend ed to. 
One of 
these offices is Mr. Menager’s priv ate 
room. 
Mr. Menager d oes not liv e in Bu ck­ 
ingham palace, bu t has his priv ate 
resid ence close to it. 
On arriv ing at 
the palace— u su ally abou t 11 o’clock in 
the morning—his first care is to in­ 
spect the lu nch menu for that d ay , 
which has been prepared by his first 
assistant, and also the menu for break­ 
fast the following morning. 
He then 
prepares the d inner menu for the fol­ 
lowing d ay —a task that occu pies him 
u su ally a cou ple of hou rs 
No two d inners at the roy al table 
are ev er the same. 
Certain d ishes are 
from time to time repeated , frequ ently 
by special requ est of the king, bu t 
what may be 
termed 
th§ general 
scheme of each d inner is alway s d if­ 
ferent. 
One of the sid e kitchens is 
reserv ed solely for Mr. Menager’s u se, 
w here he carries ou t ex perimental cu ­ 
linary 
operations and is constantly 
elaborating and working ou t new id eas 
Some d ishes hav e taken him months 
of preparation before he has d ecid ed 
to pu t them into the menu . 
There is 
one particu lar sau ce which Mr. Men­ 
ager inv ented some y ears ago to w*hicb 
the king has a particu lar liking. Mr. 
Menager was m aking ex periments for 
ov er three y ears before he serv ed this 
•au ce to the roy a* table. 


There are many d ishes, by the wav , 
w hich can be tasted now here ex cept at 
the roy al table. 
The secret of their 
preparation is known only to Mr. Men­ 
ager. and he gu ard s su ch secrets w*ith 
great care. 
None of his assistants has 
the least notion of how these special 
d ishes and sau ces are prepared . 
They 
simply hav e the hand ling of the raw 
materials and each assistant carries 
ou t d ifferent d irections in its prepara­ 
tion for the table. 
The d inner menu is su bmitted ev ery 
d ay to their majesties for approv al; 
bu t this is a mere m atter of form, for 
neither the king nor qu een ev er thinks 
of altering or interfering 
with Mr. 
Meriager's arrangements. 
At 3 o’clock a report is laid before 
the great chef by the ord er cook of 
the v ariou s meats that hav e been or­ 
d ered in accord ance with Mr. Men­ 
ager’s instru ctions of the d ay before, 
and also what is called a kitchen re­ 
port is giv en to him by the head as­ 
sistant cook— w hich is a d etailed state­ 
ment of the m anner in which the d in­ 
ner for that night is to be prepared . 
After seeing that ev ery thing is in or­ 
d er for their ev ening’s work, Mr. Mep- 
ager generally leav es the palace abou t 
4 o’clock, retu rning at 6 :30, when he 
nev er fails to make a personal inspec­ 
tion of the v ariou s ranges, ov ens and 
stov es and takes a carefu l note of the 
temperatu re in each. 
The preparation of the roy al d inner 
is then begu n. 
Mr. Menager remains 
in the kitchen 
while the work is go­ 
ing forward , keeping a keen ey e 
on 
ev ery thing and ev ery one, and issu ing 
from time to time instru ctions to his 
first lieu tenant. At 8 :50 ex actly a bell 
is ru ng and the serv ants who are to 
bear the d ishes to the state d ining 
room enter the kitchen. 
At 9 o’clock 
d inner is serv ed , and 
Mr. Menager’s 
work for the d ay 
is 
ov er*. 
H e remains in his priv ate room 
u ntil 10 o’clock, when he receiv es a 
message from the king commend ing 
the d inner. 
Thia is a ceremony i*’* 


majesty nev er 
forgets to perform.—

DAKOTA’S M IXED MARRIAGES.

In the Dakotas when a white man 
wed s an aboriginal woman and pu blic­ 
ly acknowled ges her as his wife he 
prov id es her with as good a home and 
clothing as he can afford , and 
he 
treats her as he wou ld treat a white 
woman. 
He sees to it that she learns 
to cook, to sew and to keep hou se, and 
in other way s tries to ed u cate and 
u plift her. 
Still more interesting is the fact 
that these mix ed marriages inv olv e 
little or no social d isability . The white 
hu sband s are rarely , if ev er, barred 
from associations with the w*hites be­ 
cau se of their wiv es. 
To be su re, a man know*n to be liv ­ 
ing with an Ind ian woman who is 
“withou t benefit of clergy ,” is, as a 
ru le, in the langu age of one White 
Riv er plainsman, “pu rty nigh ostrich- 
iz.cd ” 
Bu t this wou ld be tru e if he 
were known to be maintaining simi­ 
lar relations with a white woman. 
“Su ch loose-hitched tie-u ps u sed to 
be kind o’ common arou nd here,” said 
my White Riv er man, accord ing to a 
wliter in Ev ery bod y ’s, “and nobod y 
thou ght mu ch abou t ’em. 
B u t'th e r e ’s 
so many schoolma’ams come ou t here 
from New England and other places 
that folks d on’t stand for that sort o’ 
thing no more.” 
Legally married Ind ian wiv es pay 
no more social penalty than d o their 
white hu sband s. 
Generally , the little 
red hen sticks to her home and d oes 
not go ou t with her white hu sband for 
a social ev ening as often as wou ld a 
wife of her own race. 
Bu t this is 
largely a matter of Ind ian tempera­ 
ment. 
As for the half-blood child ren, as 
they grow u p they are asked to the 
cou ntry d ance or the picnic w*ith the 
white y ou ng men and women of the 


commu nity . 
Some of the hand some, 
well-ed u cated y ou ng half-breed s are in 
as mu ch d emand at social fu nctions as 
are those whose parents both belong 
to the “su perior race.” 
In the schools, too, the half-breed 
child ren mingle with the child ren of 
white families on equ al terms and 
su ffer little, if any thing, from race 
preju d ices or preferment.

Bronchitis is the name giv en to any 
inflammation of the mu cou s membrane 
of the bronchial tu bes. 
In a 
fairly 
healthy ad u lt an attack of acu te bron­ 
chitis is not a v ery terrify ing thing, 
althou gh it is most d istressing 
and 
d isagreeable. 
It is as if an u nu su ally sev ere cold 
and cou gh instead of confining itself 
to the head and throat, wand ered on 
d own the ehest. 
The irritation of the 
tu bes resu lts in a constant cou gh and 
sense of breathlessness. 
The tempera­ 
tu re rises, the patient feels sick, the 
more so that the incessant cou ghing 
d oes not resu lt in the throwing off of 
any secretion to speak of. 
In a d ay or two the inflammation 
in the tu bes su bsid es, the temperatu re 
goes d own, there is less and less sense 
of oppression, and the secretion gr a d ­ 
u ally becomes freer. 
From this point 
there is grad u al recov ery , as from an 
ord inary bad cold . 
On the other hand , in the v ery old 
or the v ery y ou ng, or with those w hose 
powers of resistance are lessened from 
any cau se whatev er, bronchitis is a 
d angerou s d isease. 
It has a tend ency 
to ru n from the acu te into the chronic 
form, in which the su fferer may be 
perfectly well d u ring 
the 
su m m er 
months, or while in a warm climate, 
bu t at the least chill or ex posu re mu st 
ex pect and will get his inev itable a t ­ 
tack of bronchitis with sy mptoms per­ 
sisting 
u ntil 
the retu rn 
of warm 
weather. 
The moral of this is that it Is most 
essential to giv e proper treatment d u r­ 
ing the acu te s ta ge . 
The 
need 
of 
watchfu l care d u ring a bronchial a t ­ 
tack will be 
the 
more 
appreciated 
when it is u nd erstood that su ch an a t­ 
tack may be the beginning, sign and 
warning of a tu bercu lou s trou ble; and 
fu rthermore, that whooping cou gh and 
measles sometimes begin that way . 
In any case, whether the attack be 
simple bronchitis or a 
warning 
of 
some 
other 
trou ble, the first 
ru le 
shou ld be, “straight to bed .” 
In fact, 
this good old -fashioned ru le at the ou t­ 
set of any ty pe of 
so-called 
“cold ” 
cannot be bettered . 
A wise second ary ru le is to stay In 
bed till the temperatu re has been nor­ 
mal for a d ay or two. 
If this were 
observ ed , relapses wou ld be few er and 
conv alescences shortened . 
Nev er mind how mild the trou ble 
promises to be, a phy sician shou ld be 
at once su mmoned , not only becau se 
he only is competent to recognize d an­ 
ger signals, hu t also becau se there are 
many allev iations in his power of the 
nu merou s 
painfu l 
and 
d istressing 
sy mptoms 
of this d isord er.—You th’s 
Companion.

have 8 ,000 or 10.000 more.
